History of Ice Cream. 


Icecream Is an older sweetmeat than 


many would suppose. In the beginning 
of

seventeenth 
century 
boglet 


made of ice cream and also iced fruit— 
or fruit frozen over—were first brough 
to table. The lemonade sellers of Paris 
endeavored to increase the popularity 
of their wares by Icing them, and, one 
more enterprising than the rest, pro- 
cope Couteaux, in the year 16GO, 
con- 


ceived the idea o{ converting- such 
beverages entirely into Ice, and by the 
end of the century iced liquors were 
quite common in Paris. Ice cream, or 
iced "-butter," as it was flrst callec 
from its supposed resemblance to thai 
substance, soon followed. It was firsl 
known in Paris in 1774. German cooks 
at once took up the new art. It -was 
not long In reaching England, -for in 
1776 
a French cook, resident In London, 


named Clermont worte, "The Moderr 
"7ook," in which sweet ices were first 
described for the instruction of English 
cooks.—Prom the Gentlemen's Maga- 
zine.

FIRST PL'BLIC ADDRESS. 


Soon after my father's death in 1879, 


the accident of name forced me to re- 
epond to calls on special occasions. My 
flr.ft address that attracted more than 
local notice was one on woman suffrage, 
delivered in Portland, Ore., in the au- 
tumn of 1881, while on a visit to the 
Pacific Const.

Church, in Boston, on the reception of 
Miss Anne Wih-ltney's noble statue of 
Harriet Martineau. This was the last 
address the great orator ever made, ex- 
cept a few unpremeditated words when 
called upon at Tremont Tumple after 


itor and complete sympathy with his 
spirit. Like all new converts, I took, 
occasion to disavow my belief that the 
single tax would be a universal pana- 
cea, the cheap and common excuse for 
neglecting to consider the reform. The 
quick and hearty response of Henry 
George, saying that he did not himself 
believe it a. panacea, but that freedom 
was, and that the single tax was surely. 
In the line of freedom, pleased and sat- 
isfied me. 


It was a reaffirmation of his state- 


ment in "Progress and Poverty." ""We 
speak of liberty as one thing, and vir- 
tue, wealth, knowledge, invention, na- 
tional strength, and national Independ- 
ence as other things. But of all these, 
liberty is the source, the mother, the 
necessary condition." 


"When next I -went to New York, I 


lost no time in introducing myself to 
him. 
The offices were then on Union 


Square, a few doors -from the hotel in 
which he died. Following him into the 
front office, after a most cordial greet- 
ing, we sat down, and Mr. George gave 
me a cross-examination, which, except 
on ethical part of thi movement, I am 
conscious of sus-tMning it badly. But 
what most Impressed me was his ab- 
soluta freedom from egotism, his ab- 
sorption of his cause, his intellectual 
force, and his sweet and benevolent 
nature. At

began

friendship, which, In spite of occasional 
differences of opinion freely expressed 
on both sides, was never for a moment 
clouded by distrust or Impairment of 
respect.

•uay has a good location, and every- 
thing" to make a good town. If its 
citizens could manage to get a, good 
road to the lakes. The Dyea trail has 
a. good, natural jrrade from Dyea to 
Canyon Cit.y There are 
ten miles 


along the river bed where there would 
be no trouble in making a road. From 
Canyon City to Sheep Camp there are 
three miles of rough canyon, but not 
near so bad as several mountain roads 
of which I know in California. From 
aheep Camp to the summit and over 
it is less difficult than the Tehachapi 
mountain. 


It is impossible to realize without 


seeing, the multitude of people rush- 
ing for gold. Many of them will never 
see it. Plodding along from Dyea to 
the lakes and how far "beyond I do not 
know. Sleighs of every kind and de- 
scription ever made drawn by men, 
horses, oxen, mutes, burros, goats, 
and dogs -by the thousand.

"bags and boxes, piled up all along the 
trail like cordwood, and tents, tents 
everywhere. There must be at least 
S.CQO people and a 1,000 tents in sight. 


Sheep Camp Is a wide level ispace one 


and a half miles long, and one-sixth of 
a mile wide. The main street is almost 
: mpossible to walk along with any 
comfort so crowded is it. It is just 
like- Market street between Kearney 
ptreft and the Baldwin. 
It contains 


all kinds of stores, saloons °and shops. 


A committee meeting 'held this even- 


ing was attended by an immense crowd, 
which would have hung up almost any- 
body for 'any proof that would connect

Ten bodies were 'brought in today,

I \vent to the scene ot the slide today

As for myself. I am in the best of 


[health and enjoy my experience here. 
C'ne or two good ranches in California 
are worth all I have seen oi! Alaska so 
3'ar, and I would"*advise rny friends to 
so mining in California. If they want 
to try their luck they can get experi- 
ence there much cheaper than here.
